I went their way to the shores of the 
Lesser Slave Lake, toward the great 
plains which were said to

southward, by the banks of the swift- 
roiling Saskatchewan. 
The tribe of the Beavers never saw 
this exiled band again, but a hundred 
years later a Beaver Indian, who fol­ 
lowed the fortunes of a white fur- 
huntcr, found himself in one of the 
forts of the Saskatchewan. 
Strange 
Indians w'ere camped about the palis­ 
ades; they were members of the great 
Blackfoot 
tribe, 
whose 
hunting- 
grounds lay south of the Saskatche­ 
wan. 
Among them were a few braves 
who, when they conversed, spoke a 
language different from that of the 
others; in this language the Beaver 
Indian recognized his own tongue.— 
liar per’s Weekly.

Joplin Tribune states the situation in 
the following florid language: 
“ Ho, ye residents of yonder state 
of Oklahoma, who are imbibers of the 
joy-giving fluids and worshipers at the 
shrine of Bacchus! 
All ye who have 
reveled in the flowing bowl of the 
wine god, list lo 
its 
death 
knell, 
sounded by the United States court of 
appeals. 
You are excluded from con­ 
tinuing your worship of your radiant I 
goddess— unless you become the pat­ 
ron of the inevitable bootlegger or 
move from the land of your nativity.” 
In compliance with the ruling of the 
United States court of appeal) the 
latter part of last week, the railroads 
and express companies have refused 
to accept liquors of any kind for de­ 
livery in that part of Oklahoma which 
was known as Indian Territory pre­ 
vious lo its joint admission with Okla­ 
homa as a state. 
The decision forbidding the bring­ 
ing of liquors to this section of Ok­ 
lahoma is the outgrowth of the suit 
brought by the United States Express 
company against Freidman & Co., de­ 
fendants in error 
Freidman & Co. 
are wholesale liquor dealers of Fort 
Smith, and recently secured a man 
damus against the express company 
to compel it to carry liquor into the 
Indian Territory. 
The United States 
court of appeals rendered a decision 
in favor of the express company, and 
also further forbade any railroad or 
express company to 
receive 
liquor 
consignments to this territory. 
The section of Oklahoma referred 
to as the Ionian Territory comprises 
forty counties, including the Osage 
nation. 
On the Frisco main line all 
towms from Baxter Springs to Deni­ 
son. Texas, are cut out, and on the 
Santa Fe all the towns from Arkan­ 
sas City to Ardmore, Ok., are to be 
on the railway “ dry list.” 
The towns 
from Westville 
to 
Okmulgee 
and 
Grove are also included in this terri­ 
tory. 
The principal towns affected 
are Tulsa and Bartlesville. 
The rendering of this decision is a 
hard blow' to the wholesale and mail 
order liquor dealers of Joplin. 
Also 
it will be the means of reducing the 
freight earnings of the railways ol 
this place, as the territory affected is 
tributary to Joplin. 
On a recent day 
the Frisco railroad consigned a car 
of large capacity filled with liquor for 
local shipmen* s in this territory. This 
will be the last consignment shipped 
by this or any road or express com­ 
pany to the affected district. 
Last 
summer as many as four cars in one 
day were shipped to this portion ot 
Oklahoma by the Frisco. 
All the 
railroads running out of Joplin, with 
j the exception of the M. & N. A., tra­ 
verse this territory. 
The Freidman Liquor company. In­ 
stigators of the procedure to force the 
United States Express company to ac­ 
cent liquor shipments for the Indian 
Territory, may carry the case to the 
United States supreme court. 
The 


liq u o r men throughout this section of 
the country are backing the Freidman 
company, although no notice has af 
yet been given. 
The decision of the court of ap­ 
peals, should it stand, will prohibit 
the shipping of liquor into this dis­ 
trict for about sixteen years, as a 
federal law was enacted at the time 
of the admission of Oklahoma as a 
state which prohibited the shipping 
of liquor into the Indian Territory 
for a period cf twenty years. 
There 
j has been much trouble over the en­ 
forcement of this law, as the federal 
laws and the laws of the state of 
Oklahoma have been at variance and 
there have been many reversed dec! 
dons. The rad ways and express com 
panies* agents in Oklahoma have ex­ 
perienced a great deal of difficulty 
through the shipments of liquor.

bruised and seared, his arms and legs 
just healing from fractures and a 
square inch of flesh torn from his 
upper lip, 4-year-old Virgil Douglass 
was carried to the Children s Home 
by Probation Officer J. Silas Gravelle 
Saturday afternoon. 
j 
Bert Douglass, the stepfather, was 
| arrested and several charges placed 
against him before 
a 
justice. 
To 
Prosecuting Attorney W . W . Andrews 
Douglass admitted he had beaten the 
child because he had “ lied *o him.” 
He admitted that he had broken the 
lad’s bones, hut denied he had cut his 
lip. 
The child’s left, leg had been brok­ 
en, its skull fractured, its right arm 
broken in two places and fire applied 
to his body. 
One method of punish­ 
ment, according to the child, was to 
hold his hands on a hot stove. 
An 
ot^er 
as to heat a table fork and 
burn the flesh to 
the 
bone. 
The 
wounds are not yet healed. 
Three weeks ago a blow on the face 
tore an inch of flesh from the upper 
lip, leaving room for a man to lay his 
thumb on the gums. 
Because the 
flesh w*as not entirely knocked off. 
the stepfather cut it away with scis­ 
sors, it is said. 
The child’s attempts to smile while 
the inmates of the Children’s Home 
tried to console him with playthings 
were pitiful. 
When the prosecuting attorney en­ 
tered the home he asked the mother 
w here the boy was. 
She directed him 
to a bedroom, w'here, face downward, 
the boy lay, afraid to get up fo** fear 
tho strangers would beat him. 
Only after much persuasion would 
he tell his story. 
The mother said 
she was afraid to talk, and declared 
she feared her husband would kill 
her if she told anything. 
She said 3he had been forced to 
work in a laundry while ber husband 
stayed at home with the children. 
She said that after the father had 
brutally beaten the boy she became 
frightened for the lad’s safety and 
stayed at home, refusing to work. 
The man then went to work In a mine 
at Tuckahoe, near here. 
The mother 
corroborated the boy’s story. 
Warrants were sworn out for both 
the father and mother on the state 
ment of the boy that the mother har’ 
helped the father. 
They will be tried 
at the next term of court for cruelty 
and assault.

the attention of the Empress of Ger­ 
many three years ago—at the time 
when they first a p p eared --and 
she 
made Christmas presents of them to 
children of the royal household. 
She 
was delighted with the human-looking 
manikins, and this fact did not take 
long to spread throughout the Em ­ 
pire and reach the ears of Americans 
Now the artist in Munich has several 
artist assistants to aid her in develop­ 
ing newr j)tasant faces and types, and 
factories eagerly await models from 
her studio to dress according to her 
designs.—H arper’s Bazar.

TOWER OF ENEMIES' HEADS 


Monument 
of 
Modern 
Barbarism 
Erected by the Turks in 1309 
at Nish, Servia. 


A strange monument 
of 
modern 
barbarism still survives at Nish in 
southeast Servia. 
During the war of 
independence in 1809 the Servian gar­ 
rison here exploded a pow'der maga­ 
zine and perished therein rather than 
fall into the hands of the Turns. 
A battle had previously taken place 
and the Turks commemorated their 
victory by erecting a rude tower, or­ 
namented with the heads of their ene­ 
mies. 
Old people will ted you that 
there were once 1,200 heads, but as 
the tow'er was never more than 25 feet 
high, this is probably an exaggeration. 
Lamartine and other travelers re­ 
late that they saw hair still clinging 
to the skulls, which must have formed 
a grewsome spectacle. 
During many 
years visitors were in the habit of 
carrying off skulls as souvenirs, but 
when Nish became Servian the re­ 
mainder were taken away for decent 
burial, all save a few that wTere too 
deeply imbedded. 
Recently 
the 
re­ 
mains of the tower have been covered 
over with a roof 
to 
protect 
them 
against the elements and they are re­ 
garded as a pious object of patriotic 
pilgrimage.—Wide World Magazine.
